Dr. E. C. Zimmerman (a visitor). 
The origin, distribution and development of island life in the Pacific. 
[ ABSTRACT. ] 

It is proposed to discuss the above subject in a series of three communica- 
tions. In the first, the origin of the Hawaiian Islands will be considered. To 
demonstrate the building up of oceanic islands from the sea bed a coloured 
film of recent volcanic activity in Hawaii will be shown. The vegetation and 
geography of the islands will be illustrated by coloured slides.
